Drawings

Claims

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: a pair of deep groove ball 
bearings having a sound dampening grease sealed within each bearing; the angular relation at the 
rotor surface between the vane slot and a line passing through the rotor center and normal to an 
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adjacent vane slot is between 23° and 25°; the body being fabricated of a sound dampening gray 
iron and having a weight of at least 4.63 lbs; a non-vented shroud which surrounds the body and 
being fabricated from a laminated layer of steel and a sound dampening material; an inlet ring 
engaging the motor housing and the rear plate which is circular and the inlet ring having an 
outside and inside diameters, wherein the difference between the outside and inside diameters is 
1.25 inches; a front plate engaging the body in defining a pair of air conducting chambers; and a 
muffler box which engages the front plate and defines an inlet port and an outlet port, each of 
which communicates with one of said chambers.
